LET’S SPEED THE NEW DAY 
The people of Sedalia, remembering 
the hectic fortunes that were made in 
this country during the day s before the 
great disaster v hich almost broke the 
nation, might as well make up their minds 
to a new form of community progress, 
and then get set for an honest effort to 
achiev e it. 
There was a time when it was the 
prime ambition of men and women to 
hav e the most money and set the pace 
in and around Sedalia. There are, un­ 
doubtedly , many among us still believ e 
that affluence is the goal of ail activ ity 
and thd end of all effort. They and their 
kind are the ones who helped to pro­ 
duce the economic catastrophe that has 
all but engulfed future prosperity . 
The idea is beginning to dawn, here 
and there, howev er, that ^ state would 
be much better off if it prov ides the 
means w^hereby all of its people can enjoy 
moderate good fortune, rather than to 
hav e a few rich indiv iduals and millions 
of poor ones. 
The idea, we believ e, can be caught 
from the last sentence. Let’s set our goal, 
here in Sedalia to the dev elopment of a 
fair chance, a good prospect, and all 
adults shall find reasonable earnings pos­ 
sible, with consequent success to all. 
In times of w^ar the people of a nation 
mov e tow^ard a common end, the salv a­ 
tion of their country through the defeat 
of the enemy . Today the enemy is pov erty 
and the end sought is a more abundant 
life for all of the people. No longer will 
the rank and file of Americans be will­ 
ing to see a few hundred indiv iduals con­ 
trol the destinies of the entire ^nation 
and reap profits through their manipula­ 
tion. 
If the people of Sedalia, and other 
cities set themselv es for a new economy , 
designed and engineered for the common 
good, upon a basis of liv ing and let liv e, 
the nex t generation may y et see a wond­ 
erful day dawn.
